The  JOY  of  Purim 

Come  Purim,  and  some  people  only  remember 
the  Hamans  who  have  tried  to  put  an  end  to  Jewish 
life.  Indeed,  you  can’t  get  through  a  Purim  without 
having  your  ears  ring  and  your  head  ache 
whenever  you  hear  the  sound  of  that  name.  Fit¬ 
ting,  is  it  not? 

But  there  is  a  temptation  to  focus  only  on  the 
enemy,  to  focus  on  the  anti-semite  and  to  see  the 
meaning  of  Jewish  history  in  the  suffering  of  the 
Jews.  There  is  more,  however,  to  Purim  than  that; 
and  there  is  a  lot  more  to  Jewish  history  than  the 
troubles  imposed  upon  us  by  our  foes. 

Purim  is  a  time  to  celebrate,  not  a  time  to 
mourn.  It  is  a  time  to  focus  on  the  victories;  not 
a  time  to  concentrate  on  the  Hamans,  but  to  hap¬ 
pily  remember  their  defeats  and  the  renewal  of 
our  people  to  life. 

Did  you  know  that  there  were  many  special 
Purims  observed  by  Jewish  communities 
throughout  the  ages  to  mark  their  own  deliverance 
from  evil  hands?  There  were  hundreds  of  them. 
The  Jews  of  Algiers,  for  example,  celebrated  two 
special  Purims  in  addition  to  the  one  celebrated 
by  all  Jews.  The  Jews  of  Baghdad  and  Belgrade 
each  celebrated  a  day  on  which  they  were  saved. 

Even  families  celebrated  their  own  special 
Purims.  The  family  of  Shmuel  Ha-Nagid  of  Spain 
celebrated  a  special  Purim  because  Shmuel  was 
saved  from  a  plot  by  conspirators  on  the  first  of 
Elul  in  1039.  That  day  became  sacred  to  the  family 
forever  after.  The  Altshul  family  of  Prague 
celebrated  a  special  Purim  each  year  on  the 
twenty-second  of  Tevet,  for  on  that  day  the  head 
of  the  family  was  saved  in  1623. 

The  joy  of  Purim  is,  therefore,  a  joy  deeply 
rooted  in  the  traditions  of  Jewish  life  and  even 
in  the  folk  customs  of  our  people.  It  should  set 
the  tenor  for  Jewish  life:  our  eyes  on  our  victories, 
our  hearts  filled  with  joy. 

Which  is  not  to  say :  forget  our  enemies.  To  the 
contrary,  remember  them  —  but  don’t  stop  there. 
Remember  how  we  have  overcome  our  enemies; 
remember  that  we  live  not  to  suffer  but  to  rejoice, 
and  I  think  that  you  will  have  understood  a  theme 
whose  variations  make  up  the  music  of  Jewish  life.

Passover  Fund  Assists 
Needy  Jews  Celebrate  Holiday 

Each  year  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
contribute  to  the  Passover  Fund  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  in  order  to  help  poor  Jews  or  Jews  in  institu¬ 
tions  celebrate  the  holiday.  This  is  an  old  tradi¬ 
tion  among  our  people  stretching  back  many  cen¬ 
turies  in  time.  Jews  have  always  been  known  to 
take  care  of  the  poor  and  the  unfortunate  persons 
in  their  midst  and  Passover  was  always  an  occa¬ 
sion  for  contributions  for  Ma’ot  Hittin,  literally 
“money  for  wheat”—  the  wheat  that  is  used  for  the 
making  of  matzah. 

Each  year  our  Passover  Fund  distributes 
thousands  of  dollars  through  the  Joint  Passover 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  through 
the  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis. 

Last  year  the  Joint  Passover  Association  pro¬ 
vided  cash  grants  to  16,555  needy  Jews  and  refer¬ 
red  1147  for  continuing  assistance  in  housing, 
counseling,  home  care,  employment  guidance, 
legal  services  and  more.  Statistics  tell  us  that  the 
numbers  of  elderly  and  disabled  who  come  for 
help  increase  every  year.  These  poor  Jews  are 
unemployable,  often  alone  and,  all  too  often, 
without  hope.  The  goal  of  the  Joint  Passover 
Association  is  to  increase  the  cash  grant  award¬ 
ed  to  each  person  and  to  expand  the  numbers 
assisted  in  other  ways.  The  Joint  Passover 
Association  has  offices  before  Passover  in  various 
parts  of  New  York  so  that  people  requiring 
assistance  can  find  an  office  near  them. 

Through  the  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis, 
Passover  foods  are  distributed  to  thousands  of 
Jewish  patients  in  short  term  and  long  term 
hospitals,  mental  institutions  and  to  inmates  of 
prisons  and  other  state  institutions. 

You  may  write  your  check  to  the  order  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Welfare  Fund  indicating 
that  you  intend  it  for  the  Passover  Fund .  Let  your 
heart  dictate  the  amount.

Reminiscences  Of  Israel 

Editor’s  Note:  The  last  ten  days  in  December  were 
spent  by  Cantor  Mark  Kula  and  members  of  Club 
87  in  the  Land  of  Israel.  For  many,  this  was  their  * 
first  trip  to  the  Holy  Land.  What  follows  is  a  brief 
reminiscence  of  their  experiences. 

At  last  we  behold  the  curve  of  the  coast  line 
of  Israel  and  somewhere  on  the  plane  we  hear 
the  Hatikvah  being  sung  by  a  passenger;  some 
are  crying;  we  are  overjoyed  to  be  in  Israel. 

Our  tour  began  in  Tel  Aviv,  a  large,  bustling 
city  like  many  others  EXCEPT  it  is  in  Israel. 
Hebrew  is  in  the  air;  the  history  of  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple  is  on  every  street  pole.  David  Ben  Gurion  St. 
intersects  Maimonides  St.  which  runs  parallel  to 
King  David  St.  What  a  thrill  to  witness  the  conti¬ 
nuing  chain  of  Jewish  history. 

We  visit  the  Diaspora  Museum  in  Tel  Aviv 
where  we  see  the  full  sweep  of  Jewish  history  on 
exhibit  and  are  amazed  at  the  variety  of  Jewish 
existence  worldwide. 

Our  thanks  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
members  Ramie  and  Jerry  Silbert  for  arranging 
a  private  tour  for  us  of  the  biomedical  labs  at  the 
Technion  in  Haifa.  At  the  Technion  they  are  work¬ 
ing  on  projects  that  surpass  the  imagination.  In 
one  day  of  touring  we  went  from  the  ruins  of 
Caesarea  which  date  to  2500  years  ago  to  the  21st 
century  at  the  Technion. 

Along  the  Lebanese  border  we  saw  the  Peace 
Gate  where  the  Israelis  allow  the  Lebanese  toj 
come  into  Israel  for  food  and  medical  care.  Here 
the  great  cost  of  security  to  Israel  is  most  evident. 

Traveling  through  the  Jordan  Valley  and  the  Ju¬ 
dean  Hills  we  see  with  our  own  eyes  the  transfor¬ 
mation  of  desert  into  arable  land  through  the  use 
of  an  unique  irrigation  system  created  by  Israel. 
Many  nations  now  use  this  system  of  irrigation 
and  Israel  has  offered  its  expertise  to  its  neighbors 
in  return  for  peace.  As  yet,  no  one  has  taken  up 
Israel’s  offer. 

We  travel  UP  to  Jerusalem.  We  come  around 
the  last  turn  in  the  road  to  behold  the  city  .  .  . 
a  moment  of  breathlessness  .  .  .  and  then  spon¬ 
taneously  we  join  together  to  say  the  she-he-he- 
yanu.  On  the  first  night  of  Hanukkah  we  lit  our 
candles  at  the  Western  Wall .  Was  it  only  2100  years 
ago  that  the  Macabbees  lit  their  candles  to 
rededicate  the  Temple? 

We  were  in  a  supermarket  at  dusk.  Over  the 
loudspeaker  came  the  voice  of  the  store  manager 
announcing  that  it  was  time  to  light  Hanukkah 
candles.  We  assumed  that  we  were  being  told  to 
go  home  to  light  our  candles.  But  no,  the  manager 
began  to  sing  the  blessings  and  everyone  in  the 
store  answered,  “Amen.”  After  he  lit  the  menorah, 
he  invited  everyone  in  the  store  to  sing  Moaz  Tzur. 
Everyone  sang  while  the  shopping  continued. 

Being  in  Israel  is  a  great  joy.  We  are  compelled 
to  urge  everyone  to  return  to  Israel  as  we  have  ( 
done.  We  know  we  will  be  back  again  and  again.
